Settle Issue 
November 6 


lf Okayed, 265 
Units Would Cost 
County $400,000 


Voters at the Nov. 6 election 
will decide whether nr—not Bocks- 
County will have voting machines 
at future elections. 
Yesterday, Bucks County Com­ 
missioners passed a resolution to 
put the voting machine question 
to a referendum vote, requiring a 
simple "yes" or "no” answer. 
The decision to put the question 
'on the Nov. 6 ballot followed a 
meeting of thc county commivsion* 
ers and county heads of both po­ 
litical parties. 


Parties in Favor 


According to the commissioners, 
both Fred E. Ziegler, Republican 
chairman, and James C. Bowen, 
Democratic chairman, are in fav­ 
or of the machines, as are both 
political parties. The three county 
commissioners also favor the ma­ 
chines. 
The commissioners said 265 ma­ 
chines will be needed at the 147 
voting districts in the county, with 
an overall cost of approximately 
$400,000 
The t ost includes pur­ 
chase price, installation and train­ 
ing of election officials to man 
them. 
The machines cost $1400 to $1500 
apiece and can handle about 600 
voters each on election days. 
If the public votes to purchase 
the machines, the commissioners 
will 
then 
decide whether they 
should be installed all at once or 
on a piece-meal basis, with some 
districts getting them later than 
others. 
I 
A survey to determine the need 
for tho machines was made by 
; Automatic Voting Machine Co., 
Jamestown, N. Y , and Shoup Yet- 
ling Machine Co, Philadelphia. 


No Tax Increase Seen 
The 
commissioners 
are 
still 
.studying whether to purchase the 
machines through a bond issue or 
whether to pay part of the cost in 
leash and the rest over a 10-year 
’period, At present the county has 
no bonded indebtedness, and com­ 
missioners say that if file ma- 
I chines arr purchased, it will mean 
no increase in taxes. 
The present hallo! system costs 
the county about $15,000 a year 
for printing the ballots alone. Th« 
commissioners said that the sur­ 
vey indicates machines can save 
the county $10,000 a year, both 
through elimination of the paper 
ballot cost and through hiring one 
less official at each polling place. 
The commissioners said the cost 
of the machines could easily come 
out of the present yearly income 
of the county. 
Main advantages of the ma­ 
chines, according to the commis­ 
sioners, are that they would speed 
up voting, avoid lines and waiting, 
ease the present burden on elec­ 
tion 
boards, 
the 
voting results 
would be known within an hour or

Public Will 
Settle Issue 
November 6 


lf Okayed, 265 
Units Would Cost 
County $400,000 


Voters at the Nov. 6 election 
will decide whether or not Bucks 
County will have voting m achines 
at future elections. 
Yesterday, Bucks County Com­ 
m issioners passed a resolution to 
put the voting machine question 
to a referendum vote, requiring a 
simple “ yes” or "no” answer. 
The decision to put the question 
on the Nov. 6 ballot followed a 
m eeting of the county commission* 
ers and county heads of both po­ 
litical parties. 
Parties in Favor 
According to the com m issioners, 
both F red E . Ziegler, Republican 
chairm an, and Jam es C. Bowen, 
D em ocratic chairm an, are in fav­ 
or of the m achines, as are both 
political parties. The three county 
com m issioners also favor the m a­ 
chines. 
The com m issioners said 265 m a­ 
chines will be needed at the 147 
voting districts in the county, with 
an overall cost of approxim ately 
$400,000. The cost includes pur­ 
chase price, installation and train­ 
ing of election officials to m an 
them. 
The m achines cost $1400 to $1500 
apiece and can handle about 600 
voters each on election days. 
lf the public votes to purchase 
the m achines, the commissioner* 
will 
then 
decide 
w hether they 
should be installed all at once or 
on a piece-m eal basis, with som e 
districts getting them later than 
others. 
A survey to determ ine the need 
for the m achines was m ade by 
Automatic Voting M achine Co., 
Jam estow n, N. Y., and Shoup Vot­ 
ing M achine Co., Philadelphia. 
No Tax Increase Seen 
The 
com m issioners 
are 
still 
studying whether to purchase the 
m achines through a bond issue or 
whether to pay part of the cost in 
cash and the rest over a 10-year 
period. At present the county has 
no bonded indebtedness, and com­ 
m issioners say that if the m a­ 
chines are purchased, it will m ean 
no increase in taxes. 
The present ballot system costa 
the county about $15,000 a year 
for printing the ballots alone. Th# 
com m issioners said that the sur­ 
vey indicates m achines can sa v i 
the county $10,000 a year, both 
through elimination of the paper 
ballot cost and through hiring one 
less official at each polling place. 
The com m issioners said the cost 
of the m achines could easily come 
out of the present yearly income 
of the county. 
Main advantages of the m a­ 
chines, according to Die com m is­ 
sioners, are that they would speed 
up voting, avoid lines and waiting, 
ease the present burden on elec­ 
tion 
boards, 
the voting results 
would be known within an hour or
